KILLED OVERSEAS 


Sergt. Gordon Hubert Richards, 
wireless air-gunner with the R.C.A. 
F., age 20 was killed in air operations 
overseas, according to word received 
by his parents, Mr. and Mrs, D, Rich- 
ards of Arrowwood. 

Sgt. Richards was born in Gleichen 
on January 32, 1921 and received his 
schooling in Arrowwood. After in- 
listing with the Air Force he re- 
ceived his training at No, 3 !Wireless 
School ‘Winnipeg, and No. 5 Bombing 
and Gunnery Schoo] at Dafoe, Sask, 
He went overseas in November 1941 
and was killed on active service Nov. 
17. He was a member of the United 
Church and was baptised at Gospel 
Hall Calgary, in October 1941, 

Sergt. Richards is the first man 
from the area surrounding Arrow- 
wood, Queenstown and Gleichen who 
has been killed while on active ser- 
vice. 

Gordon spent most of his life on the 
farm with his parents and was well 
liked and highly though of iby his 
young friends, Besides his parents he 
is survived by four sisters and two 
brothers one of whom is in the navy. 


COST OF VICTORY 
LOAN ADVERTISING 
‘SURPRISINGLY LOW 


The cost of government advertis'ng 
to support the Third Victory Loan 
was only about one-tenth of a cent 
for every dollar subscribed, H. H. 
Rimmer said in his speech to the In- 
ternational Wartime Advertising Con- 
ference sponsored by thie Association 
of Canadian Advertising. This cov- 
ered all forms of advertising. 

After reviewing the successful 
achievement reflected in the figures 
showing, the amount of cash subscrib- 
ed and the ~umber of subscribers, Mr. 
Rimmer said: “The Victory Loan and 
the one in February have proven to us 
that we are big boys now, with adult 
reeponsibilities to face, and with a 
great national future to defend.In Feb 
ruary we freely‘subscribed| almost a 
billion dollars, In October we did It 
again. And six months from now we 
shall do it again. 

“As a Canadian I am proud of the 
record And as an advertising man 1 
am pround that the overwhelming re- 
sponse to this and previous loan 
campaigns can be credited at lest in 
part, to the power of advertising to 
stimulate a free people It has been 
said that advertising is in itself one 
of the great symbols of the freedow of 
choice enjoyed by the democracics, 
the freedom to buy or not to buy what 
ever is public offered And that in- 
cludes Victory Bonds, 

“Advertising in Canada had its 
svpreme test during the past five 
weeks In that brief period advertising 
helped to produce sales of roughly a 
billion dollars, which is possibly three 
or four times the volume done by any 
individual business in this country in 
a year! 

“It was very brief, this Victory 
Bond blitz. So brief that an un- 
thoughtful person might easily have 
been Jed to critize the tremendous 
weight of advertising poured into the 
campaign not only by the govern- 
ment but by thousands of manufac- 
turers and merchants who donated 
their own space and their own 
creative ingenuity in support of the 
government’s efforts, If this same 
weight of advertising had been dis- 
tributed over twelve monts no one 
would have remarked upon it At the 
end of a year we might have got a 
billion dollars. But we can’t wait a 
year. In six months we shall need 
another billion. 

“The five weeks blitz did more than 
raise the money. It also raised the 
morale of the nation without a 
shiadow of doubt. That, so to speak, 
was a by-product of the advertising, 
but a very important and valuable 
contribution to the total war effort.

Mr Low 
reported also a net decrease of $2,- 
778,131 in the net funded and unfund- 
ed debt of Alberta. 


The new senate of the University 
of Alberta will meet in the first full 
session ot 10 a.m. November 27, it 
was announced, The meetming was 
originally: called for last Friday but 
was postponed in order to ensure a 
full attendance of members. Mr. 
Justice Ford, Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, will presied. Under amend- 
ments to the University: Act passed at 
the last session of thle legislature, 
the senate is composed of 25 members, 
of whom 16 are statutory appoint- 
ments, They in turn name the repre- 
sentatives of other sphere to the 
senate.

Midst a setting of rare photo- 
graphic value but under a sullen over- 
cast sky with a gale blowing, your 
correspondent, under a veritable hail 
of fire, bullets, shells, mortar bombs, 
witnessed a great demonstration of a 
Canadian Infantry Brigade, with 
supporting arms, going into the attack 
to clear a passage for the remainder 
of the division to go through.

Britain with the 600 million pounds of

Mr. McLean said there would be no 
personal canvass durng the campagn, 
and that the organizaton had been 
licensed by thle National War Services 
department to collect funds by genera: 
appeal and special events. He said the 
department had expressed the wish 
that all non-government activities in 
aid of Russia become associated with, 
and hereater function through the 
Canadian Aid to Russia fund. Local 
committees have already been or- 
ganzed on behalf of the fund through- 
out Canada. They will have the 
authority to authorize .special money 
raising events by all interested per- 
sons and organizations. ‘The money 
raised will be used to provide medical 
supplies and clothing ungently requir- 
ed by the Russian civilian popuation 
suffering from the shock of war, 


Reorganization of the Alberta mun- 
icipal areas will be carried out accord- 
ing to the mandate given the govern- 
ment, it was stated ‘by Hon. Lucien 
Maynard, minister of municipal af- 
fairs, when he addressed delegates to 
the Alberta Association of Municipal 
Districts at Calgary.
